Panama Canal 
Blocked by 
Jap Vessel

PANAMA 
(AP) - The 


grounding of a 746-foot Japanese 
ship loaded with 51,806 tons of 
iron ore midway through the 
Panama Canal blocked traffic 
both 
ways Sunday and 
may 


keep 
the 
50-mile 
waterway 


closed for several days. 


More than 60 ships Were held 


up in the canal and at both 
ends. The Shozan Maru lay in 4? 
feet of water where she settled 
after scraping a rocky channel 
bank that gave her a 75-foot 
gash in her hull, Her deck was 
12 feet above water. 


A floating crane sought to raise 


the bow by pumping air into the 
flooded parts of the vessel. Au- 
thorities hoped this would enable 
tugs to move the disabled vessel 
out of the 300-foot-wide Gaillard 
Cut, the narrowest point in the 
channel. 


If the effort fails, enough iron 


ore will have to be removed 
from the hold of the ship to per- 
mit it to be towed to a mooring 
out of the line of traffic. 


The freighter, 
bound from 


Peru to France, struck the bank 
a mile from the northern end of 
the nine-mile cut. 


Water rushed into the forward 


ballast tanks and the boat began 
to settle at the bow. The 104- 
foot-wide ship was stuck about 
in the middle of the channel, 
which is 300feet wide. 


Divers said the gash was 6 


feet high and ran just 10 feet 
above the Shozan Mar u's keel. 
They said the cargo holds were 
not damaged. 


The Gaillard Cut, with banks 


more than 300 feet high at some 
points, slices through the Conti- 
nental Divide. Work is under 
way to widen it to 500 feet. 


Even after the Shozan Maru is 


freed, movement of the backed 
up traffic will be slow.

Hope Girls Use Bid 
for State Title to 
Ashdown by a Point

Life can be so futile. 
One 


sickly point made the difference 
as the Ashdown Pantherettes 
edged the proud Hope Lady Cats 
47-46 for the State Class A Sen- 
ior 
Girls championship in an 


overflowing Prescott High School 
gym last Saturday night. 


With eight seniors playingthelr 


last game after many long years 
of playing basketball for Hope 
High School, It was a heart-break- 
ing loss. Of course, the other 
Hope girls were crushed, but It 
was the last chance for the sen- 
iors.

WHEN WE SAY 30, WE CALL 
UP A ROMANTIC HERITAGE 


Somebody on the Hope, Ark., 


Star needs a vacation or a new 
brand of whatever he's been tak- 
ing for whatever ails htm.. In 
a display of 'editorial 'pettish-,; 
ness, the Star came out the other 
day against the old tradition of 
marking the end of a newspaper 
item with the symbol "30." What 
balderdash; 


The "30" signal, meaning this 


is all she wrote, came out of 
the days when newspapers de- 
pended on Morse code telegraphy 
for their wired news reports. 
First, by means of the railroad 
telegraph, then In newspaper of- 
fices, 
the clicking key of the 


Morse 
wire was transcribed 


either by flowing pencil or pecked 
typewriter. 
The Morse oper- 


ators had their own way of en- 
riching the code, and one of them 
was the quick combination of dots 
and dashes that signified 
"30," 


meaning "that is all." 


Newspaper reporters, espe- 


cially those who saw or handled 
copy from the Morse operator, 
adopted the symbol and for many 
years "30" at the end of an 
item or an article has meant to 
copy editors, printers and all 
_else who saw it, "that is all." 
: Now what's wrong with that? 
The 
Hope 
Star 
thinks it is 


•archaic and meaningless because 
long since the Morse wires gave 
way to the teletype machine and 
the "30" no longer appeared at 
the end of news stories sent to 
the 
newspapers by wire. In- 


stead, said the Star, you mark 
"the 
end of an Item by simply 


hitting the —key, 
Do you, 


Indeed? 


Let the newcomers—— or *0» 


or do whatever else they will but 
don't try to tell anybody 
that 


"30" is no longer to be used. 
There's little enough flavor of 
(he old days In newspaper of» 
fiQes at best, what with corn* 
puters and perforated tape and 
good lighting and air conditioning 
and janitor service and Ice water 
on tap. 
When an editor tells 


a printer, 
"That's 30 on the 


eopy," or when a reporter types 
"30" at the end of a story or 
in item, it's a ritual quickly 
understood and a Jink to the Ink* 
stained predecessors who pro* 
cJused newspapers the hard way,

protection bill and Its proposed 
open-housing amendment, both 
strongly urged by President 
Johnson, could hinge on the out- 
come of today's bid to Invoke 
cloture, or cut off debate. 


Senate Republican Leader Ev- 


erett M. Dlrksen, who Joined 
with Southern Democrats last 
week tn successfully blocking 
cloture, talked of getting a com- 
promise measure he could en- 
dorse If the second debate-end- 
ing move failed, 


The same line was taken by 


Sen. Jack Miller, R-Iowa. He 
noted cloture was obtained on 
the landmark 1964 civil rights 
measure only after a compro- 
mise agreement was worked 
out, 


But political cynics among the 


bill's supporters appeared likely 
to view Dlrksen's compromise 
talk as a means of keeping to- 
gether the conservative Repub- 
lican-Southern coalition that op- 
posed cloture In the first place.

the bill aside-all but killing Its

— If the Senate refused a second 
time cut off debate.

public schools and voting. It is 
intended to protect not only 
Negroes but civil rights workers 
from violence or threats of vio- 
lence. 


The open-housing amendment 


would, within three years, pro- 
hibit racial discrimination In the 
sale or rental of about 97 per 
cent of the nation's housing.

Ham C. Westmoreland's head- 
quarters announced 
today a 


broad new policy to withhold In- 
formation from the press on 
some military matters which 
until now have been made pub- 
lic. 


An announcement of a clamp- 


down on release of news was 
distributed to correspondents at 
the daily military briefing and 
provoked a series of protests 
and questions from newsmen. 


A U.S. spokesman said Brig. 


Gen. 
Wlnant Sidle, chief of in- 


formation of the U.S. Military 
Command, would appear before 
the correspondents to answer 
questions on the new directive 
soon, probably Tuesday. 


The Command said the aim of 


the directive, signed by Sidle, Is 
"to withhold Information which 
will be of Intelligence value to 
the enemy," 


It covered Information on at- 


tacks on allied bases, the num- 
ber of enemy rounds which hit 
bases, the number of U.S. and 
other allied casualties and other 
matters. 


The new policy is In line with 


the views of Westmoreland, U.S. 
commander In Vietnam who is 
known to feol that too much se- 
curity Information of value to 
the Communist side was being 
released. 


The policy was outlined In a 


"memorandum to the press" 
from Sidle which was headed 
"denial of intelligence informa- 
tion to the enemy". It read: 


"As you know, we have al- 


* ways reserved the prerogative 
'of 
withholding 
information 


which would give aid and com- 
fort to the enemy.

"In the future, In matters con- 


cerning fixed Installations (e.g. 


*J(he Sanh,combat bafl|>yi,Tan,Spn 
. Nhut air base, 1st infantry Divi- 


sion, base camp, Blnh/Tuy air- 
field), we will, depending on the 
tactical situation at the time, 
withhold the announcement of 
personnel casualties due to ene- 
my action. 


"The 
rationale behind this 


policy Is to deny the enemy In- 
formation of intelligence value 
on which he can base subse- 
quent attacks. 


"Announcing the number of 


rounds which Impacted In a par- 
ticular area Is in Itself a meas- 
ure of accuracy of the enemy's 
fire. 
The 
announcement of 


times, specific 
locations and 


unit designations helps the ene- 
my to adjust his fire to particu- 
lar targets. 


The announcement of mate- 


rial damage (e.g. damage to 
supplies, equipment, vehicles, 
artillery pieces or aircraft) Is 
furnishing the enemy a report of 
the effectiveness of his fire and 
tells him of the reduction in the 
combat capability of the partic- 
ular target against which his at- 
tack was directed, 


"Personnel casually reports 


give the enemy a measure of 
the number of personnel avail- 
able to fight him.

He passes the information 


to the sarge, who passes it to 
the captain, who bucks it to 
the colonel. 


By this time the comment 


is, "Hey, colonel, there's an 
unlikely chance they'll nego- 
tiate." The colonel tells the 
general, "It's unlikely they'll 
negotiate." And the general 
says, "O.K., I'll tell him," 
turning to a White Cowboy 
Hat, saying, "Hey, sir, they 
ain't, gonna negotiate. Let's 
increase the bombing." 


White Cowboy Hat: "What- 


ever you say, general . . . I'll 
call up the reserves . . . but 
it gives me a heavy heart," 


Far-fetched? Not according

45 per cent of our communica- 
tion time listening, 70 to 75 
per cent of the information is 
lost. We hear about 25 per 
cent of what is said and lose 
much of that in a few days.

more effectively, using a 2Vfe- 
hpur program tape, the tech- 
nique grew to touch more 
than 600 companies plus col-

course, Brownstein was bon- 
ing up to be a better market- 
ing man for the insurance 
firm.

The course supervisor dis- 


tributes booklets that each 
person uses to mark answers 
in. After brief 
instructions 


not to peek at pages ahead, 
the tape starts. At first there 
are sentences such as, "The 
cutter can't be used because 
the blade's too long." The 
student writes a response to 
why the cutter can't be used 
(the blade's too long). 


" As the tape runs, the types 
of questions and information 
presented grow more com- 
plex. For example, answers 
to a discussion on a horse bet 
on Lightning Speed or Man of 
Victory requires five points 
picked from a rambling con- 
versation of several hundred 
words. With each response, 
background noise of an office, 
street sounds or of a baby 
wailing shoots up and the lis- 
tener must sort his informa- 
tion from the cacophony.

Like so many new learning 


or self-improvement courses, 
the response book lets the 
participant know his improve- 
ment. Although set up best 
with 20 persons in a class (it 
costs $1,200 to license the Ef- 
tecuve usicmng series plus 
$2.50 a book), Brownstein says 
it w o r k s well with large 
groups. One company, for ex- 
ample, used it as an after- 
noon's entertainment on an 
incentive junket in Hawaii, A 
bank president insisted his 
wife take the course to keep 
her on her toes while enter- 
taining business guests, 


Brownstein points put that 


most people don't listen or 
hear what is being sajd be- 
cause they don't organize the 
main points, they Jet bias get 
in their way, they can't sift 
out trivia or they get carried 
away by emotion. 


For example, Hey words 


cloud a listener's thoughts 
and block out what may be 
important. Some of these are 
"mother-in-law, 
automation, 


income ta*. Bobby Kennedy 
or LBJ, Vietnam, clerk or 
nigger." Learning to listen 
helps hurdle these obstacles. 


A good listener, according 


to Brownstein, b e c o m e s a 
sifter an4 winnower. When 
asked what happens when a 
person tries to get something 
relevant from an irrelevant 
dinner speech, he confesses 
that "you chalk it up to bad 
listening experience."

During 196?, tfi the third year 


of President Johnson's antipov- 
6 fly program, with Its avowed 
aim of helping people to help 
themselves, more people went 
on relief than ever before. 


tn the single program of aid 


to families with dependent chil- 
dren— by fat the largest and 
most active of the aid programs 
*- 686,000 people were added to 
the rolls last year compared 
with 319,0o0durlng the previous 
year and an average annual in* 
crease of 220,000 over the past 
five years, The total number In 
the program is now at a record 
high 5.4 million. 


And not only are families 


going on the rolls at a faster 
rate than ever, they are slower 
to get off. Last year the number 
of cases closed declined from 
the previous year. 


Even so, there Is this startling 


statistic from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare: 
Today, in the 34th year of the 
government's commitment to a 
welfare 
program, 
only half 


those eligible for child welfare 
benefits are getting them. The 
rest either don't know about It 
or won't sign up out of pride. 


The department said the big 


increase was unanticipated, but 
In justifying a request for an 
emergency appropriation of $1,1 
billion to keep the programs 
going, the department gave at 
least one reason that can hardly 
be called a new development. 


This Is the persistence of a 


high unemployment rate among 
the unskilled and uneducated. 
For Negroes among this group 
the unemployment rate is three 
to four times above the average. 


Another reason for the In- 


crease is the long-continuing 
movement of rural poor to the 
cities where welfare benefits 
are easier to get and more gen- 
erous. The states set their own 
benefits rates and eligibility 
standards, and contribute part 
of the money. 


The wide discrepancy in the 


states' efforts to help their poor 
is seen in the level of benefits in 
the children's program: From a 
low of $8.35 per child per month 
in Mississippi to $57.20 In New 
Jersey. The national average Is 
$38.15 per child or $157.70 per 
family. 


Ironically, it is the adminis- 


tration's effort to improve the 
lot of the poor that has probably 
contributed most to the increase 
in the welfare load. A major ac- 
tivity of many community anti- 
pie who qualify for welfare ben- 
efits and helping them establish 
their eligibility. Civil 
rights 


groups and other private organi- 
zations are also active in this 
area. 


Also, the new Medicaid pro- 


gram has turned up many fami- 
lies eligible for relief under the 
children's aid program. 


But that was also a well-ad- 


vertised feature of the last big 
overhaul of the program In 1962, 
and the rolls have increased 
steadily every since,

cared for in the women's re- 
formatory at Cummins, but the 
state Welfare Board approved 
a 
motion last Friday 
asking 


Commissioner 
Len Blaylock to 


do whatever was necessary to 
remove the child from the pris- 
on. 


Murton said a foster home 


agreement was entered Into by 
the mother of the child and the 
Crawfords, 
pending "develop- 


ment of a permanent plan at 
some future time." 


Murton said removal of the 


child from the reformatory ap- 
parently didn't satisfy some "of 
our good citizens who seek to 
extract one more pound of flesh 
of retributions from this wom- 
an." 


A spokesman at Murton's of- 


fice said there were "at least 
25" free world children living 
on the prison grounds. 


"It is now contended that the 


free world staff's housing area 
on the prison ground does not 
constitute a suitable environ- 
ment for a 6-week-old baby," 
Murton said In a prepared state- 
ment. "If any rational being in 
possession of his mental facul- 
ties seriously believes that, 
then, of course, the free line is 
not acceptable as a housing 
area for all children living 
there." 


"I think it is time to cease 


persecution of the mother and 
her Infant son under the gulze 
of samarltan concepts and chan- 
nel these energies into more pro- 
ductive ventures which have a 
greater likelihood of success," 
Murton said.

British to 
Limit Asian 
Immigrants

LONDON (AP) - The British 


government stood firmly behind 
its bill to limit the flood of Asian 
Immigrants from Kenya despite 
growing opposition. But with the 
working masses opposed to col- 
ored competition, political ob- 
servers predicted 
Parliament 


would pass the bill this week. 


Influential 
members 
of all 


three 
political parties joined 


church and civic leaders In crit- 
icizing the bill restricting the 
entry into Britain of holders of 
British passports who were not 
born In Britain or whose parents 
were not native-born. 


A group from Keny's Asian 


community flew to London to- 
day to lobby against the bill, 


Left-wing Laborite Sir Dingle 


Foot, a former cabinet minister, 
said he would vote against the 
bill as it stands. He termed it 
"in effect racialist legislation." 


A 
group 
of 
Conservative 


members of Parliament said the 
quota of 1,500 entry permits a 
year for those affected by the 
bill was "too low," although 
they agreed that some form of 
restriction is necessary. The To- 
ries will probably abstain on the 
House of Commons vote, assur- 
ing the bill of passage. 


The 12 Liberals may abstain 


or join Foot and a few other La- 
borltes In direct opposition. 


Representatives of Indian im- 


migrants living in England's in- 
dustrial Midlands voted last 
night to hold a week of mass 
protests against the bill. 


An estimated 3,000 British and 


Asian demonstrators marched, 
through London Sunday to pro- 
test the.bJJJ. They were booecj 
by 500 counterdemonstrators, 
Amid conflicting shouts of "Nig* 
ger, go home!" and "Fascist 
swine!" 
s0n»« scuffles broke 


out. 


Editorials and letters in sev- 


eral newspapers called the bill 
"hypocrisy." One paper's car- 
toon showed three immigration 
booths at an airport, for holders 
o( "British passports" "non- 
British passports," and "British 
non-passports," A turbaned fig- 
ure was directed to the last 
booth.

Pakistani origin continued to 
pour into Britain to escape Ken- 
ya's new restrictive labor laws 
aimed at the J0.0,000 Asian Ken- 
yans. With direct flights from 
Nairobi booked solid, the refu- 
gees came via Uganda, the Con- 
go, Cairo and even Moscow. 
Asian leaders said that nearly 
10,000 would arrive before the 
bars come down.
